Hidden in the fees paid by 
students in the Fall semester at 
CSUS was a bill for a diner party 
held at the Firehouse Restaurant in 
Old Sacramento. The cost of the 
dinne: was “around $60", ac- 
cuftding to a member of the party 


Another hidden expense paid 
by students during the 1972-73 
academic year was a bill for $64 to 
cover the cost of two attache cases 
requisitioned by two students from 


the Hornet Bookstore 


These bills were included in the 


mandatory student activity fee 


levied against each student at 
CSUS. This fee is $20 per year tor 
full-trme students and $10 per year 


for part-time students 


Money collected from student 
activity fees, $334,000 this year, is 
used to administer the programs of 
the Associated Students at CSUS, 
the student 
organization 

The dinner party and the at- 
tache cases were paid for out of 
student government funds 


government 


Described as a “token of our 
gratitude” for an individual leaving 
student government,” the dinner 
party was neld last September and 
was attended by six people, ac- 
cording to one of the party 

The attache cases were pur- 
chased for the personal use of the 
President and Vice President of the 
Associated Students in 1972 

Believing that the expense of the 
dinner party was justified, Vice 
President of the Associated 
Students Ron Sullivan said, “You 
can take a very hard, fast attitude 
towards this and say it’s definitely 
in expenditure which ought not be 
made.” He said, “I don't think that 
expenditures like that amount toa 
very significant portion of the 
budget.” 

When asked about the pro- 
priety of purchasing attache cases 
for personal use out of Associated 
Students’ funds, Senate Chair 
Dean Garrison said, “The system 
right now provides a great deal of 
flexibility in the way someone can 
spend their budget. | don’t think 
that this is might or necessarily 
desirable.” 


Governmental Activities 
spends $2,000 per year for five 
phone lines in- the = student 
government Direct dis- 
tance calls may be placed on each 
of these lines. 

Long-distance charges for these 
phones were $613.71 during the 
1972-73 fiseal year. Since the 
beginning of the 1973-74 fiscal 
vear, long distance charges have 
totalled $365.61 

“Our primary problem, at least 
with control of the telephone, ts the 
unauthorized call.” Sullivan said 
“There is 
anyone up here to be calling New 
York. Georgia. or someplace in the

Student Election Hassles May 
Not Be Over Yet For Garrison

The Dean Garrison bribery case 
may be reopened. Garrison won 
the Associated Students Senate 
Chair position as a write-in can- 
didate in November's special elec- 
tion. Rumors of Garris :n having 
bribed the Elections Coordinator 
were investigated in December 
with no misconduct found. 

Senator Hank Castro said 
yesterday he will be looking into 
the possibility of reopening the 
case because of dissatisfaction with 
the depth of Attorney General Curt 
Rankin’s probe. Castro indicated 
he considered Rankin’s report only 
as preliminary and that the senate 
had closed the investigation too 
early. 

The attorney general had inter- 
viewed Associated Students 


secretary Donna Hyatt, former 
Elections Coordinator Randy 


Hilliard. former Elections Board 





member Kent Meyers and Dean of 
Students Norm Better. Garrison 
declined to cooperate with Rankin. 

Rankin presented his report to 
the senate as the final findings of 
his investigation. The senate voted 
to accept to report and consider the 
case closed. Castro was absent 
from that meeting, but plans to 
review the transcript of the report. 

Garrison said yesterday if the’ 
senate still had any doubts, they 
would be welcome to probe as deep 
as they wanted. There was nothing 
uncovered the first time, nor would 
there be in any subsequent inves- 
tigation, he said 

A majority of the senate must 
concur with the idea of further 
investigation before the body cou'd 
request the attorney general to 
probe deeper.

It has been reported that ap- 
proximately 57% of the faculty 
voted in the election which was 
conciuded on Dec. 19, 1973. This. 
presumably, is the second largest 
percentage of faculty ever to par- 
ticipate in an election on this cam- 
pus, which is a hopeful sign. but 
seemingly requires a more refined 
analysis. One interpretation could 
be that 43% of the total faculty 
chose not to exercise their right to 
vote. But this appears to be an 
oversimplification of what 
probably transpired 


Accepting the claim that UPC 
has recruited to its membership 
45° of the faculty, and assuming 
that only 906% of this membership 
voted, (although it is likely that 
even a higher percentage of UPC 
members actually voted), i means 
that of the 57% of the faculty 
voted, 40% were UPC members 
and only 17% of the remaining 55% 
ot the faculty sufficiently 
interested to register their opinions 
about crucial matters affecting our 
university governance

What about the 38% of the 55% 
majority of the faculty who did not 
choose to vote? Why the apathy? 
Were the issues unclear? Does it 
make no difference who makes 
decisions and how they are made” 
Is expression through referendum 
merely an “academic exercise” 
which will not be heard or heeded 
by those upon whom it might make 
a difference’? These are only some 
of the questions which can be 
raised, and hopefully answers will 
come froth from the more than 
two-fifths of the faculty who chose 
not to be recorded in this recent 
election. 
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with the closest 
vote reaching ap- 
proximately 40%. But this fact. 
also, seems worthy of further ex- 
ploration, because it indicates, and 
this is a healthy fact, that some of 
the UPC members “crossed” the 
line in their voting, tn order for a 
406% minority vote to be registered 

The faculty of our university 
does and must play a role in tts 
governance. It cannot expect this 
role to be reflective of the “will of 
the majority”, however, if large 
segments of the faculty, for 
whatever the may be, 
choose not to express themselves 
It is not being suggested that one 
should anticipate total — par- 
ticipation when a referendum ts 
presented: it is just as unaccep- 
table, however, to have more than 
two-fifths of the population tail to 
express their opinions 

The meeting of Dec. 11, 1973 
which produced the basis for the 
recent referendum unfortunately 
allowed tor only one of the several 
faculty-representative organiza- 
tions on the campus to make a for- 
mal statement, and this has been 
noted in your pages through a 
letter written by the president of 
one of the other faculty groups to 
the Presiding Officer of the 
Faculty. Another opportunity ts 
coming soon, Jan. 15, and maybe 
out of this meeting some further 
direction may be found to answer- 
ing the question of why so much 
apathy currently exists among a 
large segment of our faculty, and 
may better organize 
ourselves for meaningful par- 
ticipation in the governance of our
